Ibtstoiical  SF^ctcb. 

St.  Francis  Xavier's  College  was  founded  in  1853  by  the 
Riorbt  Revd.  Colin  Francis  McKinpon,  Bishop  of  Arichat.  The 
principal  object  which  the  venerable  prelate  hud  in  view  in  estab- 
lishing a  college  in  P^astern  Nova  Scotia,  was  the  education  of 
students  aspiring  to  the  priesthood.  Since  then  its  scope  has 
broadened,  and,  while  the  original  object  of  its  foundation  has 
never  been  overlooked,  its  aim  for  many  years  past  has  been  to 
furnish  a  libei'al  and  thoiough  education,  thus  fitting  its  students 
for  any  of  the  learne'd  professions. 

Duiing  the  first  year  of  the  College's  existence,  the  ti  aching 
staff  consisted  of  Revd.  Dr.  Schulte,  Rector  and  Profes-^or  of 
Mental  Philosophy  and  Classics,  with  William  Chij>holm  and  Martin 
Gillis  as  assistant  teachers  of  Latin  ;  Roderick  McDonald,  Professor 
of  Mathematics  :  P.  Devillevois,  Professoi'  of  French  ;  J.  F,  Fuller, 
Professor  of  English.  Among  the  students,  resident  in  tho  College, 
were  William  Chisholm,  Black  River  ;  Thomas  Sears,  Lochaber  ; 
Martin  Gillis,  S.  W.  Margaree  ;  Kenneth  McDonald,  St.  Andrews  ; 
Arch.  McKenzie,  Grand  Narrows  ;  D.  McGregor,  Bailey's  Brook  ; 
John  Shaw,  River  Inhabitants  ;  Hugh  Gillis,  Glen  Alpine.  All 
of  these  became  priests,  with  the  exception  of  Mar'in  Gillis,  wht) 
died  in  Queliec  while  studying  theology  in  the  Grand  Seminary 
there. 

In  1<S54,  Revd.  John  Cameron,  D.  D.,  who  had  completed  his 
studies  in  the  Urban  College,  Rome,  returned  to  his  native  diocese, 
and  became  Rector  of  the  recently  established  college.  Thus  there 
was  associated  with  the  institution,  from  its  very  infanc}-,  the 
venerable  prelate  to  whose  zeal  for  its  welfare,  and  generous  sacri- 
fices on  its  behalf,  the  College  of  St.  Francis  Xaviei-  is  so  deeply 
indebted  for  the  very  enviable  position  which  it  occupies  to  day 
among  the  educ;itional  institutions  of  Canada  During  the  schol- 
astic year,  1854-180."),  Dr.  Cameron  taught  Theology  and  Philosojihy. 
The  chair  of  Classics  having  fallen  vacant,  owing  to  Dr.  Schulte  hav- 
ing been  transi'ericd  to  Pictou,  his  place  at  the  College  was  filled  by 
Mr.  William  Chishohn,  who,  after  having  spent  some  months  in  the 
Grand  Seminary  of  (.Quebec,  returned  to  Arich.-it  towards  the  end 
of  December,  1854.  Mr.  Chisholm's  assistants  weie  ;  ]\Iessrs. 
Ronald  McDonald,  afterwards  for  .some  time  Rector  of  the  College, 
now  the  Right  Revd.  Bishop  of  Harbor  Grace  ;  and  Jionald 
Macgillivray,  the  late  and  much  regretted  pastor  of  Arisaig. 
Roderick  Macdonald,  Professor  of  .Matheraatict^,  having  left  Arichat 


for  Antigonisli,  his  place  was  filled  by  the  present  Dr.  A.  Mcintosh, 
of  Antigonish.  The  classes  in  French  and  German  wore  taught 
by  Messrs.  Martel  and  Johanning  respectively.  Mr.  Fuller  had 
charge  of  the  preparatory  department.  The  students  in  residence 
during  this  year  were  :  Archibald  McKenzio,  D.  M.  McGregor, 
John  Shaw,  Hugh  Gillis,  all  mentioned  above  ;  Andrew  Macgillivray, 
Arisaig  ;  Ronald  MacGillivray,  Dunmaglass  ;  Ronald  Macdonald, 
Malignant  Cove  ;  Donald  McKinnon,  Bailey's  Brook  ;  Lewis 
Macdonald,  Arisaig  ;  James  Doyle,  Margaree  ;  Miles  Tompkins, 
Margaree ;  Theodore  White  and  William  White,  Sydney  ;  C.  P. 
Martell,  Arichat ;  Duncan  Chisholm,  Antigonish  Harbour  ;  Angus 
Macdonald,  Antigonish. 

In    the    autumn    of    1855,    the    College    was    transferred    to 
Antiffonish.  * 


*  A  question  has  recently  been  raised  as  to  whether  the  opening  of 
St.  Francis  Xavier's  College  in  Antigonish  should  be  regarded  as  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  Arichat  school,  or  rather  a  new  and  distinct  foundation. 
In  order  that  all  doubt  on  this  point  might  be  dispelled,  the  compilers  of 
the  present  sketch  have  made  inquiries  from  a  number  of  persons  who 
were  associated  with  the  institution  dairing  the  first  days  of  its  existence. 
There  have  been  received  in  reply  a  number  of  letters,  which  will  be  pre- 
served in  the  College  archives.  The  compilers  take  this  occasion  to 
thank  the  writers,  professors  and  students  of  long  ago,  for  the  valuable 
and  interesting  information  which  they  have  given  us  concerning  the 
infanc}'  of  the  present  University. 

It  appears  from  the  above  mentioned  letters  that  the  school  opened 
in  Antigonish  in  the  autumn  of  1855  was  regarded  by  the  writers  as  a 
continuation  of  the  Arichat  institution,  though  all  are  not  in  accord  as  to 
whether  the  transferring  of  it  from  the  ancient  to  the  present  episcopal 
see  was  in  accordance  with  the  original  intention  of  the  founder  or  not. 

One  of  the  writers  referred  to,  one  who  did  honour  to  the  institution 
both  as  a  student  and  as  a  professor,  and  who  worthily  occupies  an' 
exalted  position  to-day,  says  ;  "I  believe  the  founder  had  from  the 
beginning  intended  that  not  Arichat,  but  Antigonish,  should  eventually 
be  the  episcopal  see  as  well  as  the  seat  of  the  ecclesiastical  seminary. 
Some  purchases  of  real  estate,  and  the  acquisition  of  lands,  other  than 
by  purchase,  made  early  in  his  episcopate,  point  to  this  determination. 
De  facto  the  Arichat  school  was  continued  in  Antigonish 
when,  in  1855,  the  pupils  and  professors  of  the  former  were  transferred  to 
the  latter  place  " 

Another  ancient  alumnus,  a  venerable  clergyman  of  the  Diocese,  has 
kindly  sent  to  the  College  a  paper  written  by  him  in  1897,  in  which  he 
deals  with  the  early  history  of  the  institution,  of  which  he  was  a  student 
from  its  very  inception  :  "  The  College  of  St.  Francis  Xavier,"  he  says, 
"  was  opened  in  Sept.,  1853,  in  the  town  of  Arichat."  The  paper,  which 
is  too  lengthy  to  be  quoted  to  any  extent  within  the  limits  of  the  present 
note,  contains  an  interesting  account  of  the  early  days  of  St.  Francis 
Xavier's. 

Another  writes  that  "Saint  Francis  Xavier's  College  was  established 
in  Arichat  in  1853.  The  name,"  (St.  Francis  Xavier's),  "was  then  given 
it.  .  .  .  The  Seminary,  according  to  the  original  intention  of  the 
founder,  was  (1855)  transferred  to  Antigonish,     The  F.piscopal  residence 
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built  by  the  parish  of  St.  Ninian  was  enlarged  by  Bishop  Mackinnon  to 
furnish  accommodation  for  himself  and  the  seminarians.  The  semin- 
arians were  those  of  1S54  in  Arichat.  The  fine  landed  property  owned 
by  the  parish  of  St.  Ninian  was  transferred  to  the  seminary,  Bishop 
Mackinnon  providing  an  elegant  residence  in  town  for  the  parish  priest." 
Another  ancient  alumnus,  who  attended  classes  both  in  Arichat  and 
Antigonish,  states  that  the  school  opened  in  the  latter  place  was  under- 
stood by  everybody  to  be  a  continuation  of  the  one  founded  originally  in 
Arichat,  but  is  not  by  any  means  convinced  that  its  transference  to 
Antigonish  was  the  carrying  out  of  the  original  design  of  the  founder. 

In  1866  St.  Francis  Xavier'.s  College  received  University  powers 
by  the  following  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia  : — 

An  Act  to  enable  the  College  of  St.  Francis  Xavier  at 
Antigonish,  to  (confer  Degrees. 

(Passed  the  7th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1866). 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor^  Council  and  Assembly,  as  follows  : 

I.  St.  Francis  Xavier's  College,  at  Antigonish,  shall  be  held  and 
taken  to  be  an  University,  with  all  and  every  the  usual  privileges  of 
such  an  institution,  and  that  the  students  in  the  said  College  shall 
have  the  libeity  and  the  privilege  of  taking  the  degrees  of  Bachelor, 
Master  and  Doctor  in  the  several  Arts  and  Faculties,  at  the  appointed 
times,  and  shall  have  power,  within  themselves,  of  performing  all  the 
scholastic  exercises  necessary  for  the  conferring  of  such  degrees  as 
shall  be  directed  by  the  statutes,  rules  and  ordinances  of  the  College. 

In  1880,  during  the  presidency  of  the  Revd.  Dr.  Angus 
Cameron,  the  eastern  wing  of  the  present  College  buildings  was 
erected.  Of  the  funds  required  for  its  completion,  His  Lordship 
Bishop  Cameron  contributed  over  six  thousand  dollars  ;  the  rest 
of  the  clergy  about  two  thousand  .seven  hundred  dollars. 

In  188,1,  the  Provincial  grant,  which  varied  from  eight  to 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  a  year,  was  withdrawn,  and  His  Lordship 
Bishop  Cameron  appealed  to  the  people  of  the  Diocese  to  form  an 
endowment  fund.  For  this  purpose  the  sura  of  over  twenty 
thousand  dollars  was  collected  and  invested. 

In  1882  a  Board  of  Governors  was  organized  under  the  follow- 
ing Act  : — 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Governors  of  Saint  Francis 
Xavier's  College. 

(Passed  the  10th  day  of  March,  1882). 

J)e  it  enacted  by  the  Got^ernor,  Council  and  Assejnbly,  as  follows : 

I.  The  Right  Reverend  John  Cameron,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Arichat, 
and   his   successors   in   office   canonically   appointed,  together  with  the 


Rev.  John  vShavv,  P.  P.,  Rev.  Neil  McNeil,  D.  D  ,  William  Girroir, 
Esq.,  J.  P.,  and  Colin  F.  Mclsaac,  Esq.,  Barrister,  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  "  Governors  of  St.  Francis 
Xavier's  College,  Antigonish." 

2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  perpetual  succession 
and  a  common  seal,  and  shall  have  power  to  take  by  donation,  deed, 
device,  bequest,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  howsoever,  real  and  personal 
property,  and  to  sell  and  convey  the  same. 

3.  'The  four  last  named  members  of  the  said  Board  of  Governors, 
under  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  shall  continue  to  hold  office  until 
death,  resignation,  or  permanent  removal  from  the  province  of  Nova 
Scotia,  but  if  any  of  them  shall  cease  to  be  in  communion  with  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Corpora- 
tion hereby  created. 

4.  Any  vacancy  which  may  from  time  to  time  occur  among  the 
said  Governors,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  election  of  a  person  in  com- 
munion with  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  by  the  remaining  members  of 
the  Corporation,  subject,  however,  to  the  notification  and  approval  of  the 
said  Bishop  of  Arichat  and  to  his  successors.  The  term  of  office  of  the 
persons  so  elected  shall  be  the  same  as  that  mentioned  in  the  third  sec- 
tion of  this  Act. 

5.  The  Corporation  hereby  created  may  from  time  to  time  make 
statutes,  rules  and  ordinances,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws,  of  this 
Province,,  for  the  management  of  the  said  College,  and  all  matters 
appertaining  thereto,  and  for  the  management  of  the  funds  and  property 
entrusted  to  it,  and  may  appoint  the  professors  and  teachers  in  the  said 
College,  and  remove  them  from  time  to  time,  and  regulate  the  salaries  to 
be  paid  to  them.  The  exercise  of  any  of  the  powers  mentioned  in  this 
section  shall,  however,  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  said  Bishop  of 
Arichat  for  the  time  being,  and  his  successors. 

6.  The  said  College  ot  St.  Francis  Xavier  shall  continue  to  be  a 
University,  with  all  and  every  the  usual  privileges  of  such  institutions. 

7.  The  Corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  such  other  officers  and  servants  that  they 
may  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  may  hold  real  estate  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

The  removal  from  the  Province  of  the  Right  Rev.  Neil  McNeil, 
D.  D.,  now  Bishop  of  Nilopolis,  made  vacant,  under  Section  3  of 
the  above  Act,  the  office  of  Governor  held  by  him,  and  rendered 
necessary  the  election  of  a  successor.  In  the  autumn  of  1895  the 
remaining  Governors  chose  the  Very  Rev.  James  M.  Quinan,  D.D., 
V.  G.,  to  fill  the  vacant  (lovcrnorship. 

The  following  amendment  was  made  necessary  in  1887  by  a 
change  in  the  name  of  the  Diocese. 

An  Act  to  Amend  Chapter  77  of  the  Acts  of  1882,  En- 
titled "  An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Governors  of  St. 
Francis  Xavier's  College." 

(Passed  the  3rd  day  of  May,  1887.) 
1.     The  word  "  Arichat,"  wherever   it   appears   in    the   several 


sections    of    said    chapter,    is    hereby    struck    out,    and    the    word 
"  Antigonish  "  substituted  therefor. 

In  1888  another  amendment  was  made  to  enable  the  Board  to 
borrow  money  needed  to  erect  new  buildings  : 

An  Act  to  Amend  Chapter  77  of  the  Acts  of  1882,  Entitled 
AN  "  Act  to  Incorporate,  Etc." 

(Passed  the  16th  day  of  April,  1888.) 

Be   it  pnacted  hy  the  Governor,   Council  and  A^seynhly,  as  follows  : 

1.  Section  two  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at 
the  end  thereof  the  following  words  : 

"  The  said  Corporation  may  borrow  a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding 
sixteen  thousand  dollars,  for  repairing  and  enlarging  the  Co 'lege  building 
at  Antigonish,  and  shall  pay  the  same  in  four  annual  instalments,  with 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  such  interest 
to  be  paid  annually.  The  loan  may  be  obtained  at  once,  or  in  portions 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  Governors  may  require  the  same,  and  they  shall 
give  the  lenders  debentures  or  coupons  for  the  amount  of  the  loan,  the 
interest  on  which  shall  be  paid  annually.  The  loan  shall  be  a  charge 
upon  the  land  and  personal  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  not  against 
the  individual  members  thereof." 

In  1888  during  the  presidency  of  Rev.  Neil  McNeil,  D.  D., 
now  Bishop  of  Nilopolis,  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  above  amend- 
ment was  borrowed  and  the  new  building  completed. 

A  further  amendment  was  made  in  1894  to  legalize  the  election 
by  the  Alumni  Association,  recently  established,  of  two  additional 
Governors.      It  is  the  following  : 

An  Act  to  Amend  Chapter  77,  of  the  Acts  of   1892,  Entit- 
led  "An  Act  to  Incorporate,"  etc. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Assembly  as  follows  : 

I.  Section  one  of  Chapter  77,  of  the  Acts  of  18S2,  is  hereby  amended 
b}-  adding  after  the  word  "  Barrister,"  in  the  fifth  line,  the  words  "  And 
two  peisons  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Alumni  Associatisn  of  St. 
Francis  Xavier's  College. 

2  Section  four  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  words 
"  Named  in  section  three  of  said  Act,"  after  the  word  "Governors"  in 
the  second  line  thereof. 

In  1895,  during  the  presidency  of  the  Rev.  I).  A.  Chisholm,  D' 
D.,  the  college  buildings  were  enlarged  by  an  addition  to  the 
"western  wing.  This  new  wing  was  sixty  feet  by  forty,  the  third 
story  serving  as  an  infirmary,  and  the  rest  devoted  exclusively  to 
domestic  purposes. 


In  181)6,  an  amendment  to  the  Act  incorpurating  the  Board  of 
Governors  was  made  to  enable  the  College  t(j  borrow  money  for  the 
further  enlargement  of  the  buildings.  This  amendment  was  sup- 
plemented by  another  in  1897,  legalizing  the  holding,  by  the  Board 
of  Governois,  of  property  to.  the  value  of  two  hundred  thousand 
dollar^'. 

In  1897,  the  Convent  for  the  Sisters  of  St.  Martha,  who  have 
chaige  of  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  College,  was  completed.  It 
may  here  be  remarked,  that,  since  these  devoted  religious  have  been 
in  control  of  tliis  department,  the  greatest  satisfaction  has  been 
given. 

In  1900,  the  Act  of  Incorporation  was  further  amended  : 

An  Act  to  amend  chaptei'  77  of  the  Acts  of    1882,  entitled. 

An  Act  to  incorporate   the  Governors  of  St.  Francis

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council  and  Assembly  as  fol-

1.  Chapter  77  of  the  Acts  of  1882,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
incorporate  the  Governors  of  Saint  Francis  Xavier's  College,"  is 
amended  as  follows  :

fin  flDcmoriam, 

By  the  death  of  the  Very  Rev.  James  Quinan,  D.D., 
V.G.,  the  College  has  lost  a  true  and  ever  faithful  friend. 
Dr.  Quinan  was  born  in  Halifax  on  the  12th  of  August, 
1846.  He  was  educated  in  the  parochial  schools  of  Hali- 
fax, the  old  St.  Mary's  College  of  that  city,  and  the  School 
of  Theology  of  Laval  Universit3^  He  was  ordained  Pi  iest 
by  Archbishop  Baillargeon  at  Quebec,  on  the  -!2nu  of  May, 
1869.  In  June,  1869,  he  was  appointed  to  the  Parish  of 
L'Ardoise,  where  he  remained  until  January,  1876,  when 
he  was  transferred  to  the  Parish  of  Descousse.  On  the 
removal  of  His  Lordship  Bishop  Cameron  from  Arichat  to 
Antigonish,  in  1880,  Father  Quinan  was  appointed  Parish 
Priest  of  Arichat,  and  such  he  remained  until  stricken  with 
his  last  illness.  On  the  death  of  Mgr.  Mclieod,  in  the  fall 
of  1891,  Father  Quinan  was  appointed  to  succeed  him  as 
Vicai'-Gencral  of  the  Diocese.  On  the  occasion  of  the 
celebration  of  his  Silver  Jubilee,  in  1894,  Father  Quinan 
was  surprised  by  receiving  from  the  hands  of  the  Bishop, 
who  assisted  at  the  ceremonies,  a  parchment  bearing  the 
Seal  of  Laval  University,  which  conferred  upon  him  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity.  During  the  last  years  of 
Dr.  Quinan's  life,  it  was  evident  to  his  friends  that  his 
health  was  gradually  failing.  Hi.s  recovery  from  a  severe 
attack  of  pneumonia  in  1899  was  only  partial.  In  October, 
1900,  he  left  his  Parish  for  Montreal,  where,  in  the  hospi- 
tal of  the  Grey  Nunnery,  he  hoped  to  regain  his  health. 
He  continued,  however,  to  sink,  and  died  on  Sunday,  Dec. 
2nd,  1901.  Dr.  Quinan  gave  many  proofs  of  friendship 
to  St.  Francis  Xavier's  College  during  his  life,  and  showed 
his  solicitude  for  its  welfare  and  his  sympathy  for  the  good 
work  in  which  the  College  is  engaged  by  making  it  the 
chief  legatee  of  his  last  will.      May  he  rest  in  peace.

Any  gi-aduate  of  this  College,  or  any  student  successfully  pursu- 
ing the  last  year  of  the  Course  of  Arts  or  Letters,  may  apply  for  a 
certificate  of  Honours  in  the  department  of  Literature  ;  l)ut  in  the 
case  of  an  undergraduate-applicant,  no  certificate  will  he  awarded 
until  a  degree  has  been  obtained  at  the  close  of  the  Academic  year. 
Such  certificates  will  be  awarded  to  eligible  candidates  wlio  shall 
have  passed  the  Preliminary  Honours  Examination  and  the  Final 
Honours  Examination. 

PRELIMINARY    HONOURS    EXAMINATION — 1901-1902. 

Candidates  intending  to  present  themselves  for  English  Honours 
shall  giveliotice  of  their  intention  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
November  of  each  Academic  year.  All  candidates  must  pass  the 
Preliminary  Examination,  which  will  be  held  between  the  1st  and 
7th  days  of  January  in  each  year,  on  such  particular  days  as  may 
appear  to  be  most  convenient  for  the  majority  of  candidates.  In 
1902,  the  examination  will  be  held  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  Janu- 
ary 2nd  and  3rd.  On  application,  the  Faculty  may  arrange  to  have 
a  special  Preliminary  Examination  in  July.

In  (c)  a  general  knowledge  in  the  principal  events  in  the  his- 
tory of  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland,  will  be  retjuired,  and  also  a 
detailed  knowledge  of  the  hi.story  of  the  Norman  Period,  and  of  the 
Reigns,  of  Heniy  VII  and  Henry  VIII,  such  as  can  be  obtained 
from  a  careful  study  of  these  times  as  in  Ijinjjard's  History  of  E7ig- 
7rt?if/ (unabridged);  and  also  a  detailed  knowledge  of  later  British 
Histor}',  as  contained  in  Justin  McCarthy's  History  of  Onr  Own 
Times,  or  an  equivalent.  No  other  Text  Book  is  at  present  pre- 
scribed ;  but,  for  general  knowledge  of  British  Histcjry  Burke's 
Ahridyment  of  Lim/nrcVs  History,  the  Nova  Scotia  Text  Book  on 
British  History  and  Gi-een's  Short  History  of  the  Enylisli  People, 
indicate  the  extent  of  work  re(juired. 

Candi  lales  will  be  expected  to  know  thoroughly  all  important 
events  in  Canadian  Histor\%  and  to  be  familiar  with  the  various  steps 
in  the  colonization  of  the  different  Provinces. 

Dr.  Bourinot's  History  (f  Canada  (Story  of  the  Kations  Series) 
or  Professor  Roberts'  work  on  the  same  subject,  or  some  equivalent 
must  be  carefully  studied.  An  acquaintance  with  the  Canadian 
Constitution  (The  B.  X.  A.  Act  of  1S67),  Houston's  Constitutional 
Documents,  and  Pope's  (Confederation  Documents,  will  also  be 
required. 

A  general  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  United  States  (but 
not  a  detailed  knowledge)  from  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
will  be  necessary  ;  and  also  an  acquaintance  with  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  the  dillerence  between  it  and  that  of  Canada, 
etc.

At  the  Final  Honours  Examination  of  the  Academic  year  of 
1901-1902,  candidates  who  have  passed  in  the  prescribed  woiks  of 
Chaucer  at  the  said  January  Examinations  or  who  have  made  85 
or  upwards  out  of  a  possible  100  at  the  Preliminary  Honours 
Examination,  and  who  are  taking  Division  (e),  may  omit  from  the 
latter,  in  their  preparation,  the  works  of  Bacon,  Sir  Thomas  Brown, 
Sir  Thomas  More,  Addison,  and  Edmund  Burke.  Special  stress 
will  this  year  be  laid  upon  the  prescribed  works  of  Newman. 

From  time  to  time  other  changes  may  be  made  in  the  Honours 
Syllabus  above  outlined,  but  notices  of  such  changes  will  usually 
be  given  one  year  before  they  take  effect. 

It  is  intended  to  provide  prizes  for  candidates  obtaining  English 
Honours.     The  first  prize  for  1902  will  be  $100  ;  Second  Prize,  $60. 

Wherever  there  are  options  in  the  Honours  Curriculum,  a  can- 
didate shall  in  his  application  or  notice,  state  the  subjects  and 
works  upon  which  he  elects  to  be  examined.  To  obtain  an  Honours 
Certificate  and  prize,  a  candidate  mu'^t  make  75  points  out  of  a 
possible  100  at  both  Preliminary  and  Final.  A  candidate  who 
passes  well  on  all  but  one  paper,  may,  at  the  next  similar  Examina- 
tion, take  the  work  in  which  he  has  failed.  The  work  of  candi- 
dates for  English  Honoui^s  will  be  valued  either  wholly  or  in  j->art 
by  outside  Professors,  or  other  competent  per.sons  not  connected 
with  the  College.  The  examiners  will  in  all  cases  be  instructed  to 
allow  something  for  excellence  of  style,  and  for  scholarly  use  of  rhe 
English  language  by  the  candidate. 

As  a  thorousrh  critical  study  is  required  of  a  few  works  only, 
candidates  for  Honours  are  requested  to  remember  that  they  will 
be  expected  to  be  very  familiar  with  these  works  in  every  particu- 
lar, and  that  they  ought  to  complete  their  first  detailed  study  of 
these  so  early  in  the  Academic  year  as  to  enable  them  to  have 
ample  time  for  a  leisurely  review  of  the  whole  ground  immediately 
before  the  examinations. 

The  College  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  confer  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Letters  or  Master  of  Arts  on  such  graduates  as  may  dis- 
tinguish themselves  at  rhe  Honours  Examinations.

Drawing  of  parts  of  machines,  such  as  valves,  crossheads,  rods, 
parts  of  lathes,  &c.  Students  will  be  recjuired  to  make  free  hand 
sketches  of  parts  of  machinery,  marking  dimensions  for  data  of 
drawings. 

Third  Year. 

The  drawing  for  this  year  is  included  under  Machine  Design. 

DESCRIPTIVE    tJEOMETRY. 

The  course  in  Mechanical  Drawing  is  intended  to  serve  also  as 
an  introductory  course  to  Descriptive  Geometry.  It  will  be 
supplemented  in  the  third  year  by  lectures  on  Perspective,  Shades 
and  Shadows. 

MACHINE     DESIGN. 

Students  will  not  be  admitted  to  this  course  unless  they  have 
taken  the  courses  in  Theoretical  and  Applied  Mechanics,  and  the 
course  in  Resistance  of  Materials. 

During  the  third  year,  lectures  will  be  given  on  the  design  of 
machine  parts,  bolts,  cotters,  pulleys,  nuts,  locking  devices,  keys, 
featheiis,  journals,  hangers,  pedestals,  etc. 

Fourth  year  work  will  consist  in  the  designing  of  complete 
machines.  Students  will  be  required  to  design  and  make  full 
working  and  detail  drawings  of  a  steam  enerine.

(a)  Direct  Cuhkknt  Machinery. —Theory  of  direct  current 
machinery.  Special  attention  wi'll  be  given  to  the  important  points 
in  practical  designing.     Study  of  armature  windings. 

Continuation  of  the  study  of  direct  current  machines,  and 
practical  designing  accoMing  to  the  latest  methods.  Students  will 
be  expected  to  design  and  make  the  complete  working  drawings  of 
a  direct  current  dynamo  or  motor. 

(b)  Alternating  Current  Machinery.— Tliis  branch  of 
Electricity  will  be  taken  up  in  the  last  yeai-  of  the  course  in  Elec- 
trical Engineering.  Much  attention  will  be  given  to  the  theory  of 
alternating  current  machinery,  and  the  effects  of  inductance,  capa- 
city and  frecjuency.  Also  to  the  generation  and  transmission  of 
alternating  currents.  The  latter  half  of  the  fourth  year  will  be 
devoted  to  the  designing  of  alternating  current  machinery.  Each 
student  must  design  and  make  the  full  working  drawings  of  an 
alternator  and  transformer. 

Students  will  be  expected  to  make  actual  tests  of  transformers 
and  alternators,  finding  efficiency,  saturation  curves  and  armature 
inductance.     Tests  will  also  be  made  of  the  efficiency  of  motors,  etc.

Duritii^  the  last  year  two  years'  great  improvements  have  been 
effected  in  the  Laboratory,  with  a  view  to  meet  the  rwjuirements  of 
the  specia,!  and  advanced  scientific  svork  which  the  ITniversity  has 
undertaken.  A  large  wing  has  been  added  to  the  College  build- 
ings, and  equipped  for  practical  work  in  the  various  departments  of 
Engineering.  The  now  building  is  90  ft.  x  45  ft.,  with  a  boiler 
house  4:5  x  20.  The  main  wing  is  of  brick,  three  stories,  with  a 
stone  bcisement  10  ft.  deep.  The  boiler-house  is  also  of  brick,  one 
story,  in  height,  with  a  stone  basement.  The  western  half  of  the 
basement  contains  the  engines,  dynamos,  automatic  steam  pump, 
and  other  heavy  apparatus.  The  eastern  part  of  the  basement, 
and  part  of  the  first  story,  contain  work  rooms  for  classes  in 
Physics  and  Chemistry.  The  cabinet  of  Physics,  83  ft.  x  22  ft., 
is  situated  -on  the  first  tloor.  The  lecture  rooms  are  situated  on 
the  eastern  side  of  the  building,  taking  in  the  second  and  part  of 
the  first  story,  and  have  seats  arranged  in  theatre  form.  The 
experimental  tables  in  the  three  lecture  rooms  are  supported  by 
brick  piers  built  upon  heavy  concrete  foundations  in  the  cellar,  in 
order  to  ensure  perfect  stability  and  freedom  from  vibration.  The 
western  half  of  the  second  story  contains  rooms  for  draughting,  and 
cabinets  for  specimens  in  mineralogy,  botany,  etc.  Mr.  McDougall, 
of  Antigonish,  had  the  contract  for  the  building. 

The  lai-ge  steam  boiler  was  manufactui-ed  by  I.  Mathe.son,  of 
New  Gla.sgow,  and  set  by  Mr,  S.  O'Donoghue,  of  Antigonish.  The 
steam  heating  plant,  the  finest,  probably,  in  the  Maritime  Provinces, 
was  erected  by  Messrs.  Blouin,   Desforges  A:  Latourell,  of  Montreal. 

Besides  the  apparatus  and  supplies  necessary  for  the  illustration 
of  genei'al  courses  in  Physics  and  Chemistry,  the  College  is  now  fur- 
nished with  apparatus  sufficient  to  enable  the  Professors  of  Engin- 
eering to  do  excellent  work  in  their  several  departments.  Among 
the  more  recent  additions  may  be  mentioned  the  following  :

A  Booster,  manufactured  by  the  same  Company. 
A  Magnificent  Storage  Battery,  (100  amp.,  55  cells.)

A  Hoyt  Direct  Reading  Alternating  C.  Ammeter. 
A  Hoyt  Continuous  Current  Voltmeter. 
A  Hoyt  Alternating  Current  Voltmeter. 
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These  additions,  together  with  the  electric  lighting  i/lant,  which 
was  installed  in  the  College  buildings  a  number  of  ycju-s  ago,  and  a 
good  supply  of  testing  and  other  appaiatus,  with  whicii  the  Labora- 
tory has  been  supplied  from  year  to  year,  constitute  a  very  complete 
equipment  in  the  department  of  Electrical  Engineering. 

A  fine  60  H.  P.  Engine  was  manufactured  for  the  College  a  year 
ago  by  the  Goldie  &  McCulloch  Co.  The  Institution  also  possesses 
a  smaller  engine,  a  horizontal  tuVjular  boiler,  a  vertical  do.,  a  large 
and  very  complete  steam  laundrj'  plant,  independent  S3'st(ms  of 
steam  heating  and  hot  water  heating,  an  extensiw  plant  in  connect- 
ion with  the  water  system  of  the  Town  of  Antigonish,  and  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  other  apparatus  and  machinery,  including 
tools  for  repairing  the  different  plants.  The  College  retains  in  its 
employ  a  skilled  workman  of  long  experience,  capable  of  assisting 
in  the  work  shops  in  carrying  out  the  instructions  of  the  professors 
of  Mechanical  and  Electrical  Engineering. 


XCbe  Xibrai^. 

The  Library  consists  of  about  4500  volumes.  Over  fifty  years 
ago  a  student  named  John  Ryan,  of  Halifax,  died  in  the  Propa- 
ganda College,  Rome.  In  his  will  he  bequeathed  his  property  to 
the  Church  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  after  the  division  of  the  province 
into  two  dioceses,  that  of  Arichat  (now  Antigonish)  received  its 
share  of  Mr.  Ryan's  bequest,  part  of  which  was  a  large  library  pur- 
chased in  Rome.  The  present  College  Library  is  in  great  part  made 
up  of  the  Ryan  collection  ;  but  both  Bishop  McKinnon  and  Bishop 
Cameron  have  contributed  to  it  from  their  own  libraries  many  valu- 
able works.  The  late  Rev.  Alexander  McLeod,  of  Arisaig  ;  Rev. 
John  V.  McDonnell,  of  St.  Andrews  ;  Rev.  John  Quinan,  of  Main- 
a-Dieu,  C.  B.;  Rev.  John  McDougall,  of  Red  Islands,  C.  B.;  Rev. 
Finlay  Chisholm,  of  Glace  Bay,  C.  B.,  also  bequeathed  their  Libra- 
ries to  the  College. 

With  the  formation  of  the  Association  of  Alumni,  a  new  era 
has  opened  for  this  department  of  the  College.  Each  alumnus  is 
expected  to  contribute  yearly,  and,  if  possible,  to  induce  somebody 
else  to  contribute  to  the  Library  or  to  the  Museum,  or  towards  the 
maintenence  of  the  outdoor  and  indoor  sports.  Mumni  and  other 
friends  of  the  College  are  respectfully  reminded  that  the  Library  is 
by  no  means  complete,  and  that  further  contributions  of  books,  old 
and  new,  will  be  gratefully  received.  Recent  additions  have  render- 
ed it  necessary  to  re-classify  the  l)ooks,  and  to  prepare  a  new  cata- 
logue.

Sources  of  IRevenue. 

The  Revenue  of  the  College  is  derived  from  an  Endowment 
Fund,  from  tuition  fees,  and  from  occasional  donations. 

Were  it  not  for  the  self-sacrifice  of  the  Professors,  who  are 
content  with  a  comparitively  trifling  salary,  the  revenue  from  the 
above  sources  would  be  insufficient  to  meet  expenses.  For  the  past 
few  years  the  College  has  been  engaged  in  extensive  building  oper- 
ations rendered  necessary  by  the  growth  of  the  institution,  and  by 
want  of  sufficient  domestic  and  infirmary  accommodations.  Where 
so  much  has  been  undertaken  and  successfully  accomplished  in  a 
few  years,  more  funds  are,  of  course,  urgently  required. 

In  1886  the  late  Very  Rev.  Neil  McLeod,  P.  P.,  East  Bay, 
C.  B.,  gave  to  the  Governors  of  the  College  $4,000.00,  the  interest 
thereon  to  be  used  in  perpetuum  in  educating  young  ecclesiastics 
for  the  Diocese  of  Antigonish.  It  was  the  first  Bursary  established 
in  the  College. 

In  December,  1892,  A.  G.  Hamilton,  Esq.,  Collector  of  Custom.s, 
iSIorth  Sydney,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Governors  of  the 
College,  82,000.00  for  a  Bursary  in  memory  of  his  son  Charles  F. 
Hamilton,  the  proceeds  being  intended  to  educate  deserving  young 
men  for  the  Priesthood.  This  Bursary  will  be  known  as  the  C.  E. 
Hamilton  Memorial  Bursary  Fund. 
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A  partial  Bursary  was  established  durinjj  the  course  of  the 
year  1896  by  Miss  Catherine  Fitzgerald,  Linwood,  Antigonish 
County,  to  assist  in  the  education  of  young  persons. 

In  1899  the  number  of  Bui-saries  was  further  increased 
through  tlie  generosity  of  the  late  Austin  Chishohn,  of  Lismore, 
Pictou  Co.,  who  bequeathed  $2000.00,  the  interest  of  which  goes 
"  to  assist  in  the  education  of  one  or  two  students  of  Divinity  of 
the  Diocese  of  Antigonish,  whom  the  teaching  faculty  of  St. 
Francis  Xavier's  College,  Antigonish,  may  deem  the  most  worthy 
and  needy  of  assistance." 

In  the  same  yeai'  a  second  addition  was  made  by  request  of  the 
late  Rev.  Finlay  Chisliolm  of  Glace  Bay,  whose  executors  handed 
over  to  the.  College  Treasurer  on  March  24th,  1899,  $240.00,  the 
interest  of  which  is  to  be  devoted  to  assisting  needy  students, 
prefei-ably  those  aspiring  to  the  priesthood. 

In  1899,  a  movement  in  aid  of  the  Endovvment  Fund  was 
initiated  \)y  the  Alumni  at  their  annual  meeting.  The  instal- 
ments of  the  Alumni  subscription  paid  over  to  the  College 
Treasurer  are  acknowledged  in  the  yearly  editions  of  the  calendar

aiumni  Hssociation. 

The  Alumni  Association  held  its  Eighth  Annual  Meeting  in  the 
Assembly  Hall  of  the  College,  at  4  p.  m.,  on  Tuesday,  June  11th, 
1001,  Hon.  A.  Macgillivray,  First  Vice-President,  in  the  chair. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  made  feeling  reference 
to  the  lamented  death  of  the  President  of  the  Association,  the  Very 
Rev.  James  Michael  Quinan,  D.D.,  V.G,,  which  had  occui'red  so 
unexpectedly  since  the  previous  meeting,  to  the  great  loss  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  Diocese.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
draw  up  a  suitable  resolution  of  condolence  with  His  Lordship  the 
Bishop  and  the  relatives  of  the  departed.  Similar  action  was  taken 
in  reference  to  the  death  of  Colin  Chisholm,  Q.C.,  of  Sydney,  by 
which  the  Association  lost  a  most  valued  member. 

In  the  matter  of  the  employment  of  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion, the  Executive  reported  in  favour  of  continuing  for  another 
year  the  annual  grant  of  SI 00  in  aid  of  the  teaching  of  reading, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  Faculty  should  select  some  one 
Professor  to  do  the  work  and  be  responsible  for  it  to  the  Associa- 
tion. The  same  body  likewise  recommended  an  appropriation  of 
.$40  from  the  funds  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  four  prizes,  one 
for  the  students  of  each  study  hall  and  one  for  those  having  private 
rooms,  to  be  called  "The  Alumni  Prizes  for  System  and  Order," 
and  av/arded,  upon  a  plan  drawn  up  by  the  J'aculty  at  the  commit- 
tee's request,  to  the  students  displaying  these  qualities  in  the  most 
marked  degree  throughout  the  year.  Both  recommendations  were 
adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  showed  a  balance  of  $255.05  on 
hand  in  favour  of  the  Association. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  gave  notice  of  intention  to  move  at  the 
next  annual  meeting,  the  adoption  of  two  bye-laws,  one  giving  dis- 
cretion to  the  Executive  to  remit,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  dues  of 
members  where  good  cause  existed  therefor ;  the  other  empowering 
the  same  body  to  suspend  members  after  notice  for  non-payment  of 
dues  for  three  years.  A,  G.  McDonald,  Esq.,  gave  notice  of  an 
amendment,  to  be  moved  at  the  same  time,  reducing  the  quorum  at 
meetincs  of  the  Association  from  25  to  20.

Constitution  anO  B^c=Xavvs  of  tbe  aiumni 
association. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Alumni  Association  of 
St.  Francis  Xavier's  College,  and  shall  be  under  the  patronage  of 
His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Antigonish. 

OIJJECT. 

No.  1.  The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  promotion 
of  the  interests  of  St.  F.  X.  College. 

MEMBERSHIP.      . 

2.  The  Association  shall  consist  of  ordinary  and  associate 
members. 

ORDINARY     MEMBERS. 

3.  Those  eligible  for  ordinary  membership  shall  be  (a)  all 
graduates  of  the  College,  (b)  all  who  have  been  at  any  time 
students  of  the  College,  and  who  have  permanently  discontinued 
their  studies  thereat ;  (c)  all  who  have  been  or  are  professors  in 
the  College. 

ASSOCIATE    MEMBERS. 

Persons  not  eligible  for  membership  under  Section  3  may  be 
elected  Associate  members. 

ADMISSION    OF    MEMBERS. 

5.  Graduates  of  St.  F.  X.  College  may  become  ordinary 
membeiis  by  making  written  intimation  of  their  intention  to  the 
Secretary,  and  by  paying  a  fee  of  $1.C0,  which  shall  cover  all 
djues  for  the  first  year. 

6.  The  election  of  other  persons  eligible  for  ordinary  mem- 
bership shall  be  committed  to  the  Executive.  Candidates  shall 
make  written  application  to  the  Secretary ;  and  the  Secretar}' 
shaH  bring  the  application  before  the  Executive  at  its  first  meet- 
ing after  receipt  thereof.     The  election  of  the  candidate  shall  be 
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decided  by  ballot,  due  notice  having  been  sent  to  the  members  of 
the  Executive  that  such  election  is  to  be  held.  Three  dissenting 
votes  sh«tll  involve  rejection.  The  general  meeting  of  the  organi- 
zation shall  have  power  to  elect  by  ballot  any  person  qualified  for 
membership. 

7.  The  election  of  Associate  members  shall  also  be  committed 
to  the  Executive.  Candidates  must  be  proposed  in  writing  by  a 
member  of  the  Executive  at  a  meeting  thereof.  The  election  of 
the  candidate  shall  be  decided  on  by  ballot,  due  notice  having 
been  sent  to  the  members  that  such  election  is  to  be  held.  One 
dissenting  vote  shall  involve  rejection. 

PAYMENTS    BY    MEMBERS. 

8.  (a)  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  all  members  shall  pay 
to  the  Treasurer  either  an  annual  fee  of  Tvvo  Dollars  payable  on  or 
before  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting,  or  a  fee  of  Twenty  Dollars 
to  l)ecome  life  members. 

(b)  Graduates  shall  pay  on  becoming  members  the  fee  of  $1.00, 
and  no  further  fee  shall  be  required  of  them  for  four  years 
succeeding  their  graduation. 

(c)  (^Sub-section  (b)  shall  apply  to  graduates  of  1896  and  all 
graduates  thereafter. 

(d)  The  executive  committee  may  at  its  discretion  in  special 
cases  extend  the  period  of  four  years  mentioned  in  sub-section  (b). 

9.  Members  who  are  in  arrears  for  their  annual  fees  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  exercise  the  privileges  of  membership,  as  set  forth 
in  Sections  10  and  11. 

PRIVILEGES    OF    MEMBERS. 

10.  Ordinary  members  shall  have  the  right  of  speaking  and 
voting  at  meetings  of  the  Association,  and  that  of  holding  any 
office  to  which  they  may  be  elected. 

11.  Associate  members  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  ordinary 
members,  except  that  of  voting  on  resolutions  to  change  t-hese 
Ltws,  and  those  restricted  by  these  laws  to  ordinary  memb-rs. 

12  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  elect  aitiually 
two  Governors,  who  with  the  Governors  otherwise  appointed,  shall 
constitute  the  Board  of  Governors  of  St.  F.  X.  College.  These 
Governors  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

OFFICETtS    AND    EXECUTIVK. 

13,  The  ofticers  ot  the  Association  shall  b?  a  Presideit,  two 
Vice-Presidents  and  a  Secretary-Treasut-er. 
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14.  Tlie  Executive  shall  consist  ot  die  offifers  of  the  Associ- 
ation, together  with  seven  other  mem-bers,  l)ut  tlie  majority  of  the 
Executive  shall  consist  of  ordinaiy  members. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Associaticm,  and  of  the  Executive  at  which  he 
may  be  present  ;  to  exerci-^e  a  general  supervision  cner  the 
iuterests  of  the  Association,  and  to  discharge  such  other  functions 
as  may  be  required  of  him  by  these  Laws. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tli^  Vice-Presidents  to  as'^ist  the 
President  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  In  his  absence  from 
meetings  that  one  of  the  Vice- Presidents  present,  who  was  first  in 
the  order  of  their  election,  shall  preside.  In  the  absence  of  both 
President  and  Vice-Presidents,  some  nieml)er  shall  be  elected  Chair- 
man. 

17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretaiy-Treasurer  to  attend 
all  meetings,  both  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executi\e,  and  to 
keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  to  conduct  the  correspondence 
o,f  the  Association,  to  give  ncjtice  of  all  meetings,  both  of  the 
Association  and  of  the  Executive,  and  to  draw  up  for  each  Annual 
Meeting  a  written  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  dur- 
ing the  year. 

18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary-Tieasurei  to  keep  a 
proper  account  of  the  income  and  expenditure  of  the  Association. 
He  shall  produce  his  account  books  properly  posted  up  when  required 
by  the  Executive,  and  shall  present  to  the  Association  at  its  Annual 
Meeting  a  balance  sheet  and  report,  signed  Ijy  two  auditors,  who 
shall  have  been  elected  by  the  Association. 

19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  to  carry  into  effect 
all  resolutions  of  the  Association,  to  provide  for  the  profitable 
investment  of  funds,  and  generally  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the 
Association. 

20.  The  officers  and  other  members  of  the  Executive  shall  be 
elected  annually  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  in  the  manner  specified  in 
Section  2t). 

21.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Executive  may  be  filled  up 
by  the  Executive. 

22.  The  duties  of  the  officers  and  other  members  of  the 
Executive  shall  terminate  at  the  conclusion  of  the  Annual  Meeting. 

ELECTION    TO    THE    BOARD    OF    GOVERNORS. 

23.  The  election  of  the  two  persons  to  be  members  of  "  The 
Board  of  Governors  of  8t.  F.  X.  College,"  shall,  if  more  than  two 
pei'sons  be  nominated,  be  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  each 
year,  and  a  certificate  of  their  appointment  shall  be  given  them 
under  the  hand  of  the  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer. 
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'24^.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  such  mem- 
ber or  nifMiibers  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  the  Executive  may,  if 
they  see  fit,  call  a  special'  meeting  of  the  Association  for  the  elec- 
tion of  their  successors,  and  the  person  or  persons  thus  elected  shall 
hold  oHice  during  the  remainder  of  the  teim  for  which  their  prede- 
cessors were  appointed.  The  mode  of  election  shall  be  that  specified 
in  Section  23. 


ELKCTIOX    OF    OTHER    OFFICERS    AXD    MEMBERS    OF    THE    EXECUTIVE. 

25.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and 
other  members  of  the  Executive,  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  from  among  candidates  nominated  at  that  meeting.  The 
election  shall  bo  conducte(l  by  ballot,  unless  the  meeting  by  a 
unanimous  vote  choose  some  other  method. 


MEETIXOS    OF    THE    ASSOCIATION. 

2().  -The  Ass(jciation  shall  hold  one  general  meeting  in  each 
year,  in  the  College  Hall,  on  one  of  the  days  of  the  closing  exer- 
cises of  the  College,  or  such  other  day  as  may  be  chosen  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  of  which  day  the  Secretary  shall  yive  a 
fortnight's  notice  to  the  members  of  the  Association. 

27.  The  order  of  business  of  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  as 
follows  : 

(1).  Reading'of  Minutes. 

(2).  President's  Address.! 

(3).  Report  of  the  Executive. 

(4).  Treasurer's  Report. 

(5).  General  Busine.ss. 

(6).  Election    of   Otficer.s,  other  members  of  the  Executive, 
Representative  Governors,  and  Auditors. 

28.  Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  l)y  the 
Executive  at  any  time,  provided  five  days'  notice  (exclusive  of  the 
day  of  mailing)  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  such  meetings  be 
given  by  circular  to  each  member  by  the  Secretary. 

29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  a  .special 
meeting  on  receipt  of  a  requisition  to  that  effect,  signed  by  at  least 
ten  ordinary  members,  and  specifying  the  object  for  which  such 
meeting  is  desired.  Should  the  President  fail  to  do  so  within  five 
days,  any  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  have  the  right  to  call 
such  meeting. 
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30.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  a  special  meeting 
unless  notice  has  been  given  thereof  in  the  circular. 

31.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Association  twenty-five  members 
shall  form  a  quorum.  Every  member  shall  have  a  right  to  one 
vote  ;  but  in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  chairman  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

MEETING    OF    THE    EXECUTIVE. 

32.  Meetings  of  the  Executive  may  be  called  at  any  time  by 
the  President  (or  in  his  absence  by  any  of  the  Vice-Presidents), 
provided  two  days'  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  such  meet- 
ings be  given  to  the  members. 

33.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  Executive  on  receipt  of  a  requisition  to  that  eflFect,  signed  by  at 
least  three  members  thereof,  and  specify  the  object  for  which  such 
meeting  is  desired.  Should  the  President  fail  to  do  so,  any  one  of 
the  Vice-Presidents  shall  have  the  right  to  call  such  meeting. 

34.  At  meetings  of  the  Executive,  three  members  shall  form 
a  quorum.  Every  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  but  in  the 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  chairman  shall  have  a  second  or 
casting  vote. 

ADDRESS    OF    MEMBERS. 

35.  Each  applicant  for  membership  shall,  in  his  application  for 
membership,  give  his  address,  and  shall  piomptly  notify  the  Secie- 
tary  of  any  change  thereof,  and  all  notices  required  by  these  Bye- 
Laws  shall  be  sufficiently  given  if  mailed  in  due  time  to  such 
address,  postage  prepaid. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

36.  A  report  of  the  financial  condition  and  the  work  of  the 
Association  shall  be  published  annually,  and  sent  to  all  members  of 
the  Association. 

ALTERATION    OF    LAWS, 

37.  These  laws  cannot  be  altered  or  amended,  except  at  an 
Annual  Meeting,  and  by  a  majority  of  two  thirds  of  the  ordinary 
members  present,  and  unless  notice  of  such  change  has  been 
given,  either  at  the  previous  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  or 
by  circular  mailed  to  each  member  at  least  one  month  previous  to 
the  meeting  at  which  such  change  is  proposed  to  be  made.  Pro- 
vided that,  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  any  clause 
of  the  Constitution  or  Bye-Laws  may  be  suspended  or  amended,  or 
any  clause  added  thereto,  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  meeting.
